Defeat of Ela-Vernon Bears by 
the Antioch Sequoits 70 to 51 last 
Friday night gave Antioch not only 
the Northwest Suburban Conference 
title but the Lake County record as 
well. 

Throughout the entire season An- 
tioch had but two losses and won 
21 games, piling up a total of 1,507 
points to their opponents' 1,140. 

The nearest competitor was Bar** 
rlngton with a record of 20 victories 
and 3 defeats for a total of 1,595 
points to their opponents 1 -1,272. 
These figures show the teams 
about equal on offense but Antioch 
far superior on defense. 

Antioch's average was 69.4 points 
per game, a very impressive rec- 
ord. Her only defeats were at the 
hands of Warren Township High 
school and Palatine after Christ- 
mas vacation on a weekend when 
the local boys were out of practice.

Swimming Poot Project 
Retains High Interest 
Among Local Residents 



Questionnaires sent out by a 
Lions Club committee, seeking to 
gain a measure of support which 
would be forthcoming for a swim- 
ming pool for the community, are 
still ^coming in, according to infor- 
mation f om Dr. G. W. Jensen, co- 
chairman of the committee. 

Dr. Jensen said that many resi- 
dents of the community believe that 
because Antioch is favorably located 
among lakes, the need for a pool is 
lessened. This, he said, is not true, 
in. fact the exact opposite Is nearer 
the truth, as evidenced .by statistics 
of swimming pools throughout the 
United States which show that the 
very localities which are located on 
lakes or oceans, are those most like- 
ly to have swimming pools. 

Jensen said that a modern out- 
door swimming pool, which would 
be lighted at night, would furnish 
a place of recreation for young and 
old alike, and would not conflict or 
detract from use of the lakes as a 
recreation area. 

Some suggestions are still being 
received which recommend erection 
of an all-year indoor pool, part of 
which ask that an indoor pool be 
built in connection with the Antioch 
high school. While a pool at .the 
high school would be a fine thing to 
have, he said, it would Involve 
much extrar'taxatlon on an already 
heavily taxed district. The pro- 
posed plan for erection of an out- 
door pool involves no extra taxa- 
tion of any kind. Reasons for not 
considering construction of an in- 
door pool include the tremendous 
cost, both in construction and main- 
tenance, and the fact that use of 
the pool during cold months would 
■be very small, according to findings' 
in localities where Indoor pools ex- 
ist. 

Jensen added that from a strictly 
business viewpoint that the pool 
would add much value to the com- 
munity as a place to live. Figures 
compiled on < outdoor pools of the 
United States show that there were 
only .18,000 pools in 1952, and that 
10,000 new ones were built during 
the 18 months preceding Jan. 1954. 

It is urged -that all residents of 
the community Who have not as yet 
returned their questionnaires do so 
at once, since a final report on the 
survey is to be made on March 14, 
and it Is hoped that a large percent- 
age of residents will have made thel 
recommendations by that time.- Any 
persons living in the township and 
who have not received the mailing, 
may call Antioch.43 to receive it by 
mail.

Short End of the Stick 

The extent to which canned hams and other pork 
products from European countries, including com- 
munist Poland, are entering the American market 
will come as a surprise to most of us. Last year 
an increase of 38 per cent was registered over 1953, 
for a record total of 99,163,000 pounds. Of this, 
communist Poland accounted, for almost 20,000,000 
pounds. Germany, Denmark and Holland were 
other heavy shippers. 

Without going into a discussion of foreign trade 
theory, it is evident that in this case the United States 
is getting the short end of the stick. Communist 
Poland, for example, is not a market for American 
pork, or for lard, hides, tallow, etc. And the dollars 
Poland thus obtains may even be used for the pur- 
chase, in dollar-hungry third countries, of strategic 
materials which are not permitted to be exported 
from the United States to the Communist nations. 

Even in countries which do buy some meats and 
allied products from us, the trade is severely re- 
stricted in many ways — by licensing and quota sys- 
tems, exchange controls, prohibitively high duties, and 
so on. 

The moral is plain. These heavy imports should 
persuade foreign countries that reciprocally 
fair treatment should be given to American pro- 
ducts we want to export to them. We should have 
the same freedom of entry in foreign markets as 
foreign producers have in ours. Foreign trade, to be 
sound and equitable, must be a two-way streel.

Civilization Depends on Energy 

"Energy is the foundation of our physical 
lives," said Dr. George Granger Brown, dean of the 



College ot Engineering at the University of Michi- 
gan, in a recent address, "Energy in the form of 
fuel is required to provide comfort In winter, to pro- 
duce our materials, to provide transportation, light, 
and communication and make possible the tremen- 
dous productivity of the individual American work- 
er. Our civilization now literally depends on low 
cost, copious, and continuous supplies of energy.'* 

Today our use of energy stands at the enormous 
figure of 70,000,000 British thermal units per capita, 
which is equivalent to the heat in two and one-half 
tons of coal per year for every person. And our 
future needs In this field will dwarf those of the 
present. 

This means that we must make maximum use of 
every form of energy — from the oldest to the newest. 
We must, for example, have a coal Industry capable 
of efficiently and economically meeting the expand- 
ing requirements of the power, steel, chemical and 
other basic industries.
